NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants set forth in this 
Agreement and other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are 
hereby acknowledged, Assignor and Assignee hereby agree as follows:

" Know-How " means all factual knowledge and information related to the 
Assignor's business and Technology which is not capable of precise, separate description but 
which, in an accumulated form, after being acquired as a result of trial and error, gives to the one 
acquiring it the ability to produce and market something which one otherwise would not have 
known how to produce and market with the same accuracy or precision necessary for 
commercial success, provided however, that such knowledge and information is not in the public 
domain or readily available to any third party other than a limited number of persons who have 
agreed to keep that information secret. 

" Intellectual Property" means all intellectual property rights including, without 
limitation, Patents, Copyrights, Trade Secrets, Know-How, Trademarks and Trade Names that 
Assignor owns, or that another has assigned to Assignor. 

"Patent^" means all forms of proprietary rights granted by the United States 
government with respect to a design or an invention, including patents and certificates of 
addition, utility models, and enforceable patent applications, i.e., those under which injunctive 
relief is available, as well as, any continuation, division, extension, renewal, revival, or reissue 
thereof or substitution therefor relating to the Assignor's business and Technology. 
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♦ iwhnfcal Information" means any material in human or machine readable forrr 
which embodies or describes the Technology. 

'Technology" means any and all compositions, articles of manufacture, processes, 
apparatus; data, writings and works of authorship (including, without limitation, software 
protocols program codes, audio-visual effects created by program code and documentatK,n 
relating thereto); drawings and other tangible items (including, without limitation, material^ 
sampled, components, tools, and operating devices, prototypes and engineering models) related 
to the Assignor's business.
